Washington, Dec. 4.—"While the ses- 


sion promises to be upon the whole a 
busy one in the senate, the first week 
probably will be marked by considerable 
lethargy. Indeed, it would be excep- 
tional If any actual work should be done. 
Today the new senators will be sworn 
in, but beyoo* this nothing will be done. 


Ordinarily the president's message Is 


received on the first day of the session, 
but its receipt will be postponed for a 
day this session out of respect to the 
memory of the late vice president, whose 
death Senator Bewail will announce. 
Tomorrow little will be done beyond the 
receipt of the annual message, the pres- 
ent purpose being to adjourn immedi- 
ately after the reading of the message 
to give the Republican senators an op- 
portunity to hold a caucus over the re- 
organization of the committees. Wed- 
nesday and Thursday will be devoted 
largely to the Introduction of bills. There 
probably will be no session either Fri- 
day or Saturday. 


Among the first bills to be introduced 


will be the financial measure prepared 
by the Republican members of the 
finance committee. It will be offered by 
Senator Aldrich, and will be referred to 
the whole finance committee, Including 
the Democratic members. 


While comparatively little time will 


be spent in tha senate chamber during 
the early part of the session, much at- 
tention will be paid to getting ready for 
the important matters to receive atten- 
tion later. These include the financial 
"cill, the policy to be pursued in the 
Philippines and .Cuba, the form of gov- 
ernment to be provided for Hawaii and 
the ratification of the various reciprocity 
treaties negotiated during the recess, 
Porto Rico and the seating of senators 
appointed by governors. Up to date 
only one senatorial appointment has 
been made. This is in the case of Sena- 
tor Quay, but if he is seated there will 
be- an effort to fill the vacant seats -from 
Utah, California and Delaware by th.3 
same method. There is unusual interest 
in Mr. Quay's case, and both his friends 
and opposing senators are already work- 
ing zealously. 


The opening week of the session in the 


house promises to be crowded with stir- 
ring' events. There is always a good deal 
of glamour in connection with the as- 
sembling of a new congress, which is a 
social as.well as a political event. But, 
as the committees are not appointed un- 
til just before the holiday recess, no 
actual business is transacted usually 
until after the recess. 


This year, it will be different. 
At the 


very threshold of the session comes the 
contest over the admission of Represen- 
tative-elect 
Roberts of Utah, and 


later on in the week the house will 
plunge into an important and possibly 
a protracted debate upon the financial 
bill, which was prepared by the Re- 
publican leaders last spring at Atlantic 
City. 


The Roberts case has attracted the 


attention of vhe whole country. 
The 


Republican leaders have adopted a plan 
of procedure, •« hich is designed to pre- 
vent Mr. Roberts from taking the oath 
of office until after the charges in con- 
nection with his alleged polyamcus 
practices have been investigated by a 
special committee. Mr. Taylor of Ohio 
will make the objection to the adminis- 
tration of the oath to Mr. Roberts, and 
will offer a resolution to refer his case 
to a special committee. 


There is considerable scattered oppo- 


sition to this method of procedure, on 
the ground that the refusal of the house 
to permit a lepresentative-elect, bearing 
proper credentials to be sworn in upon 
unproven chargts would create a bad 
precedent, and might result in chaos at 
some future ||ime when political feeling 
ran high. 
But there are several pre- 


cedents for this course in the case of 
members charged with disloyalty after 
the war, and these will be used in sup- 
port of the procedure. 


Every mejfcber of the house has been 


bombarded with petitions in the Rob- 
erts case, and there undoubtedly will b<5 
a large majority, without regard to 
party lines, in support of tfie plan out- 
lined by the Republican leaders. Ow- 
ing to the time which will be consumed 
in the disposition of the Roberta case, 
the drawing of seats, which usually re- 
quires several hours, will be postponed 
until tomorrow. 


Considerable diversity of opinion ex- 


ists among the Democratic members of 
the house as to the best policy to be fol- 
lowed by the party when the Republi- 
can* object to the administration of the 
oath of office to Mr. Roberta. Some of 
the leaders believe that to refuse to ptr- 
mlt a member-elect to be sworn in will 
establish a dangerous precedent, and 
interfere with hi« constitutional rights. 
They think, therefore, he should be per- 
mitted to take the oath of office and 
the matter of his eligibility then be de- 
termined by a committee of tha house 
Appointed for that purpose. 


The announcement of Vice President 


Hobart's death -.clll be made imme- 
diately after the Roberta case is dis- 
posed of, and the house will adjourn 
out of respect to his memory. 
Tho 


drawing of seats and the reading of the 
president's message will occupy tomor- 
row. 
At night the Republicans will 


caucus on the financial bill. It Is the 
Intention of the Republican leaders to 
tnake this a caucus measure, ana pro- 
teed and pass it before the holiday re- 
BMS. 


"The 'caucus will decide, if the present 
Intention is followed, not to wait for. the 
appointment .of the committee on bank- 
ing and currency, but to bring the bill 
Into the house forthwith, probably under 
i special order from the committee on 
rule*. 
The debate may begin on "VVed- 


teiday. The length of time to be given 
to debate has not yet been determined. 
Ry some it is thought that three or four 
days may suffice. 


The caucus of the Republican mem- 


bers of the house Saturday night was a 
cut and dried affair. The selection of a 
candidate for speaker by the party In 
power is usually a very animated af- 
fair, but months ago all the other can- 
didates who entered the field after the 
retirement of Speaker Reed abandoned 
the contest; leaving David B. Henderson 
Of IOWA the unopposed candidate. His 


nomination was, therefore, a foregone 
conclusion, and he was nominated by 
acclamation. The officers of the last 
house, except Colonel Russell, the 
sergeant-at-arms, were renominated 
without opposition. Colonel Russell was 
not a candidate for re-election, and Col- 
onel Henry A. Casson of Wisconsin was 
nominated in bis stead. 


The Democrats of the house of rep- 


resentatives, at their caucus held Satur- 
day afternoon, selected Representative 
James D. Richardson of Tennessee as 
their candidate for speaker after a 
spirited contest, which lasted through 
six ballots. This-carries with it the 
Democratic leadership on the floor. Mr. 
Richardson has served 14 years in the 
house and is the oldest Democratic 
member in point of service except Mr. 
McRae of Arkansas. 


Where Clerical Influence Counts. 


Kingston, Jam., Dec. 4.—Passengers 


by steamer from NIcaraguan ports say 
that there is a growing feeling of hos- 
tility toward President Zalaya on ac- 
count ' of his recent decree expelling 
Mgr. Pereira, bishop of Nicaragua, in 
reply to the latter's protest against the

the powerful undercurrents of clerical 
influence.

Chamberlrn's 
-'Indiscreet ' Enthusiasm'- 


Proves a Fruitful Topic For Discussion. 
London, Dec. 4.—Mr. Chamberlain's 


Leicester speech continues to form the 
subject of extended comment here and 
abroad. 
The New York correspondent 


of The Dally News declares that the 
speech has "greatly increased the pop- 
ular dislike for the colonial secretary in 
the United Statees," and that, instead 
of being an aid, Mr. Chamberlain is an 
"almost 
insuperable obstacle to an 


Anglo-American alliance." 


The Times, in an editorial which en- 


deavors to temper the feeling created 
by Mr. Chamberlain's admitted "in- 
discreet enthusiasm," says: 
"Lord 


Rosebery's criticisms 
are perfectly 


justified, but It would be ungrateful to 
lose sight of the fact that it is due very 
largely to Mr. Chamberlain's personal 
Influence that the improved state of 
feeling, Improperly described as 'al- 
liance' and perhaps not altogether prop- 
erly even as 'understanding,' has been 
brought between Great Britain and tka 
United States, and between Great Brit- 
ain and Germany. It is to be regretted 
that Mr. Chamberlain's language lent 
Itself to misconstructions, provoking 
ncrid remarks in German and Ameri- 
can newspapers, but in the case of 
America, the tendency to union and co- 
operation is not likely to be seriously 
obstructed by an excess of sensitive ap- 
prehension at a possible meaning at- 
tached to Mr. Chamberlain's words." 


Berlin, Dec. 4.—The German press 


continues to discuss the recent speech 
of Joseph Chamberlain at Leicester. 
The comments, on the whole, are not 
unfavorable. The semi-official Ham- 
burgischer Correspondent says: Mr. 
Chamberlain used the word "alliance" 
as the most appropriate word to portray 
the general good relationship between 
Germany and Great Britain, but no 
secret compact exists. The Berliner 
Post says: 
England and Germany 


should act frankly, like business men, in 
seeking to come to an understanding 
with the United States, and, if possible, 
Into copartnership.-

Boston, Dec. 4.—The Journal says: 


The biggest event in the history of a 
fresh fish industry will occur this week, 
when a charter for the incorporation of 
the fresh fisn dealers of Boston will be 
applied for. All of the dealers in Boston 
will be in the corporation, which will be 
capitalized for from $3,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000. 
In time it is intended to include the 


entire fresh fish industry of the coun- 
try. When that shall have treeu ac- 
complished the capitalization will be 
greatly increased. 


The organization is not a trust in the

London, Dec. 4,—The meagre

case the railway must be carried over 
the bridge before the indispensable big 
naval guns can pass, because Lord 
Methuen's last message showed that 
they were worked on .trucks along the 
railroad. > 
It is a significaut fac* that Lord Meth- 


uen's cablegram mak«s no mention of 
the Boer loss, which, therefore, is as- 
sumed to be small. 


The week opens without a word of news 


such as the British public is so anx- 
iously awaiting. With a larger army in 
the field than the country ever before 
mobilized, it can only be said that the 
loss of 3600 men, entailed before the 
enemy's "borders have been crossed, is a 
serious matter, and while there is no 
feeling of despondency as to the event- 
ual result of the war, it is regretfully ad- 
mitted on all sides that the strength of 
the Boer resistance has been woefully 
underestimated.

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THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATIONS 


Famous Documents From tfie Time of-the Piforim 


Fatfiers Down to tfie Present Dau, 


Causes For Giving TfianKs,. 


T 


O REALIZE just what a long es- 
tablished institution Thanksgiv- 
ing day (n the United States 
really is one has only to turn over 


the musty leaves of a certain old book 
In the archive room of the secretary of 
state at Washington. 


In that strange volume are many dry 


and yellow parchments, one of the most 
Interesting of which is a time faded 
sheet covered with crooked characters 
in which is set forth an official procla- 
mation beginning as follows: 


"Whereas, the Lord our gracious God 


hath lately bestowed several publick 
mercies upon our dear native country," 
and so on. 


The dalle of this ragged little sheet 


If Sept. 20, 1654, and it is the order of 
the court setting apart a day of thanks- 
giving. That is in all probability, the 
earliest Thanksgiving day of which this 
country has any record. 


One does not again hear of a Thanks- 


giving day proclamation until 1661. The 
manuscript of this proclamation Is still 
to existence at the archive room, and 


contains no less than 24 big black era- 
sures, arguing that it was written out 
amid much discussion and after great 
deliberation. It set apart July 19, 1661, 
as a day of public thanksgiving for 
such mercies as freedom from conta- 
gious diseases, for protection during so 
many years in "the remote wilderness" 
and for the "favor that God hath given 
us in the eyes and heart of our gracious 
sovereign lord and king." 


It sounds rather strange in American 


eara today to hear of their forefathers 
thus praying for the health and salva- 
tion of their gracious lord and sover- 
eign. 
Six years later there was an- 


other proclamation setting apart Nov. 
5, 1667, as a day "of solemn and hum- 
ble thanksgiving unto Almighty God" 
and also invoking thanks for the pre- 
vention of the "common enemy of our 
nation from infesting our coasts and 
habitations." There are also proclama- 
tiors for 1669 and 1670. The issuance of 
such a document at this time seems to 
have become an established thing, and 
in 1671 the proclamation begins, "The 
council of this Commonwealth, consid- 
ering the many kindnesses of the Lord 
toward His poor people of this colony" 


and ther asks the people to duly give 
thanks for the blessings of the past 
year. 


In the majority of the proclamations 


of this time—and very solemn and staid 
documents they are—it is the king of 
England who gets most of the space in 
the documant. 
Only three years, in 


fact, before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence there is a prayerful reference 
|,to King George and Q'.ieen Mary. But 
the change was soon to come. In 1776 
the usual thanksgiving proclamation 
is very unequivocal in its expression of 
thankfulness for deliverance from king- 
ly rule. After a long preamble the doc- 
ument of 1776, somewhat after the man- 
ner of the Declaration of Independence 
itself, states: 


"Especially that whilst British ava- 


rice openly aird British tyranny vigor- 
ously endeavors to wrest from us the 
free exercise of those rights which 
heaven alike bestowed on all mankind, 
and without which human life is less a 
favor than the grave, God has given 
these States a just sense of their worth 
and of the impossibility of resigning 
those rights to man without the guilt 
of rebellion against God, treason to the 
present and treachery to all future gen- 
erations." 


The proclamation then goes on to in- 


voke thanks for the preservation of the 
commander in chief of the army and 
for the soldiers, reflecting, not without 
its touch of quiet irony, the troublous 
times through which the country was 
then passing. In those early Thanks- 
givings turkey gobblers and guns must 
have been somewhat 
incongruously 


mixed up. Still this particular procla- 
mation gives thanks to that Providence 


which "enabled the armies to maue 
such stands as have baffled the efforts 
of our inveterate foes and protected the 
frontiers from the sword and the wilder- 
nesses and the seacoast from the depre- 
dations of an hostile fleet," and also 
compelled the enemy to vacate the cap- 
ital and delivered the same from the 
"mortal distemper" which had visited 
it. There are a dozen signers to this 
paper, which refers again and again to 
circumstances and incidents of the war 
of the Revolution, showing well what 
was foremost in every man's heart and 
mind. 


The Book of Common Prayer, revised 


in 1789 for the use of the Protestant 
Episcopal church in America, directed 
"a form of prayer and thanksgiving to 
Almighty God for the fruits of the 
earth and all the other blessings of 
His merciful providence, to be used 
yearly on the first Thursday in No- 
vember, or on such other day as shall 
be appointed by the civil authority." 


All the thanksgiving proclamations 


issued by the different presidents of the 
republic are kept in the library of the 
state department in one of the large 
bookcases there. Each document is in 
a big brown envelope and is carefully 
filed away, a series for each year. The 
first official proclam°tion issued in this 
connection is dated Jan. 1, 1795, and, in 
one sense of the word, this date might 
be called the birth year of the real 
American Thanksgiving day. This first 
document is signed by George Was.h- 
ington and indorsed by Edward Ran- 
dolph, his attorney general. There is a 
second proclamation by James Madison, 
after which the chief magistrates of 
this country appear to have forgotten 
the day, or else the proclamations es- 
tablishing the same have been lost, for 
there is none until we come down to tne 
Lincoln administration. 


In 1812 there was a significant and at 


the same time a noble proclamation 


issued by Governor Caleb Strong in 
which he refers at some length to the 
war which was at that time taking 
place. This document prays "that our 
national rulers and the government of 
Great Britain may be influenced by a 
spirit of moderation and justice and 
that the people of both countries may 
remember that they are descended from 
the same ancestors and believe in the 
same gospel of salvation and that all 
obstructions to the establishment of an 
equitable and lasting peace may be 
removed." It further prays that God 
may preserve the lives of the soldiers 
and sailors, and asks that the country 
be spared "from further effusion of hu- 
man blood." In fact, taken as a whole, 
the different proclamations of thanks- 
giving issued in this country stand out 
unique among state documents for their 
solemn beauty and lofty tone. 


Although the United States of Amer- 


ica had a great deal to be thankful for 
during those long years between the 
date of Madison's thanksgiving procla- 
mation and that of Lincoln, no pres- 
ident, so far as we know, seems to have 
cared to issue a,proclamation for gen- 
eral public thanksgiving until April 10, 
1862, 
when Lincoln broke silence with 


his now historic message soliciting ex- 
pressions of thanks from his people for 
the blessings of the past. In this mes- 
sage the president especially recom- 
mended to the people "on their next 
weekly assemblages In their accustom- 
ed places of public worship that service 
of thanks be made, and also that the 
people implore spiritual consolation in 
behalf of all who have been brought 
into affliction by casualties and calam- 
ities of sudden and civil war." 


This proclamation, as it stands today, 


was written in a bold, clerical hand and 
signed by the president and Secretary 
Seward. One year later the president 
was called upon to issue his second 
proclamation of thanksgiving, and this. 


which was dated July 15, like all of 
CUcoln's documents, has a certain sin- 
ccrlty and solemnity about it.

This proclamation, unlike all 


j its predecessors, was written on ^ gilt 
i edged sheet of parchment of. unusual 
' »i?e. Up to this time November did 
not appear to be a popular time for 
thanksgiving, though, as is well known. 
In classical times it had always been 
the autumn, and very fitly, too, in 
which thanks were given to the gods for 
plentiful harvests. The appropriateness 
of holding such thank offering cere- 
monies at the time when all the har- 
vests and fruits had been gathered in 
did not seem to occur to the American 
mind until the year 1863, when Pres- 
ident Lincoln issued a proelamatiori 
calling attention to the fact of the 
country "being blessed with 
fruitful 


fields end healthful skies in the midst 
of civil war of unequaled magnitude and 
severity." The president then goe? on 
to point out the blessings which have 
befallen the United States, and sets 
forth the last Thursday in November, 
without naming the actual date, as "a 
day of thanksgiving and praise to our 
beneficent Father who dwelleth in the 
neavens." But during all that time the 
shadow of war hung darkly over the 
land and the hearts of the people, and 
even the president could not help re- 
ferring again and again in his message 
of thank offering to those troubles 
which lay so heavily «n his own heart 


, at the time. He fervently implores the 


i interposition of Almiehty God to heal 


i the wounds of the nation and to restore 
it as soon as might be consistent with 
the divine purpose to the full enjoyment 
of peace and harmony, tranquillity and 
union. 


The third regular thanksgiving proc- 


lamation was issued by Andrew John- 
son on Oct. 2S, and appointed the first 
Thursday in December as a day of na- 
tional thanksgiving "to the Creator of 
the universe for these great deliver- 
ances and bless; nge." This seems to be 
the latest Thanksgiving day ever cel- 
eorDted in this country. The original 
draft of this proclamation is written on 
one page of plain foolscap and is in the 
handwriting of Secretary Seward. It is 
interesting 
to 
noto 
the 
different 


changes, emendations and interpola- 
tions made by the secretary of state. 
Mr. Seward seems to have changed his 
mind several times during the framing 
of the document, lor the page Is full 
of scratches and erasures. The procla- 
mation was finally made very short, 
the original document scarcely filling 
its one page. The secretary seems to 
,have had trouble in starting the doc- 
{ument, which chanced to be the first 
one after the war. He first begins with 
"Whereas it has pleased Almighty God 


I to save the," then changed the "save" 
to '"withhold from" and, finally mak- 
ing a third correction, put in "to re- 
lieve the," but, scratching that out, he 
makes a clean start again by rewriting, 
"Whereas it has pleased Almighty God 
during the year which has now come 
to an end to relieve our beloved coun- 
try in the great," but again he changed 
his mind and wrote "irom the fearful 
scourge of civil war and to vouchsafe 
to us the promise." Here again another 
change had to be made, changing the 
the last sentence to read, ''and to per- 
mit us to secure the blessings of peace, 
unity and harmony with the great en- 
largement of civil liberty." It is also 
to be noticed that Mr. Seward intended 
inserting another sentence before the 
word "blessings," but apparently wrote 
it so badly that the copying clerk in 
desperation left it out entirely. 
The 


re"1! of the proclamation is made up of 
a recommendation for prayer 
and 


thanksgiving. 


Johnson's second proclamation was 


the first to name definitely a date, 
Thursday, Nov. 29, 1866, as a day of 
thanks, but does not mention it as the 
last Thursday in November, the day 
now observed. 


The first official thanksgiving procla- 


mation of President Grant was issued 
Oct. 
6, 1869, and is written on heavy 


parchment. It covers two large pages 
of this parchment and sets forth Nov. 
18 as the national holiday. 
General 


Grant seems to have followed a stereo- 
typed form of expression in all of his 
documents of this character, and most 
of them, too, are brief. 


A special Thanksgiving day was or- 


dered in June, 1876, setting forth the fol- 
lowing Fourth of July, the centennial 
anniversary of the independence of the 
United States, as a day of national 
thank offering. 
In this proclamation 


Grant says, "The founders of the gov- 
ernment at Its birth and in its feelings 
invoked blessings and the protection 
of the divine Providence to the 13 col- 
onies, and the 3,000,000 have expanded 
into a nation of. strength and power, 
commanding a position which was then 
desired and for which fervent prayers 
were then offered." In view of the ful- 
fillment of those prayers the president 
invites the good people of the United 
States to celebrate the Fourth of July, 
in addition to their usual observances 
of the day, in such a manner and in 
such a time as their respective localities 
and religious associations make most 
convenient, to mark the occasion by 
some public, or religious, or devout 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for the 
blessings which have been bestowed 
"upon us as a nation during the cen- 
tury of our existence and humbly to de- 
vote the continuance of His favor and 
His protection." 


The first proclamation issued by Pres- 


ident Hayes covered four closely writ- 
ten pages of »arge foolscap and Is still 
tied with a large white ribbon. The doc- 
ument is most beautifully executed. All 
four of this president's messages were 
couched 
in 
conventional 
language, 


graceful and btudied, and all were very 
much alike. 


The original copy of the first procla- 


mation of President Arthur, issued Nov. 
4, 1881, bears corrections in the hand- 
writing of Mr. Blaine, with also a few 
emendations by the president himself 
The last proclamation of Arthur is re- 
markable on account of its brevity, for, 
after a short introduction, it succinctly 
states, "In recognition of this custom 
I, Chester A. Arthur, president of the 
United States, do hereby designate as 
such a day of general thanksgiving 
Thursday, the twenty-seventh day of 
the present November." 
That, prac- 


tically, is the entire proclamation. 


When we come to the regime of 


President Grover Cleveland, we find 
that the Thanksgiving day proclama- 
tions are more lengthy and more elab- 
orate. Even the manuscripts themselves 
of these addresses, for such they really 
are, were most carefully ornamented 
by the clerk or clerks who prepared 
and copied them, and the language it- 


self Is always a fine example of elo- 
quent and lofty English. 


President Harrison's first proclama- 


tion is a most businesslike document 
in appearance, being typewritten on 
one page of ordinary paper and consist* 
ing of three rather brief paragraphs. 
It was, as was also his second message, 
concise and clear, but through it runs 
the note of sincerity. 
President Mc- 


Kinley's messages in this connection, on 
the other hand, are longer'and perhaps 
more scholarly in diction, but are still 
so much a matter of current events that 
it will take many years to give them 
that historical interest which only time 
can bestow upon a document. 


This year, instead of the original 


3,000,000 colonists spoken of in the be- 
ginning of this article, no fewer than 
80,000,000 people, all claiming the stars 
and stripes as their national flag, will 
be called upon to give thanks for an- 
other year of exceptional prosperity and 
progress. This year, too, the great an- 
nual feast of tiirkey and pie will be 
greater than ever Before, and, from the 
huge dining hall c° the White House 
to the humblest li* .le thatched hut of 
the Ladrones, the citizens of Uncle 
Sarn will not have to look far for evi- 
dences of the good will and love of a 
divine Providence.

THANKSGIVING DAY IS THE WAVY. 


There are not many holidays on 


board a man-of-war, so that when one 
does come around it is appreciated by 
all aboard at its full worth. Thanks- 
giving is one of the gala days of the 
year on board the vessels carrying Un- 
cle Sam's flag. The jackies celebrate 
it in the good old fashioned style, which 
means that the dinner is the chief fea- 
ture of the jollification. 


The extra expense attached to the 


layout with which the ordinary rations 
are supplemented is all borne by the 
men themselves. 


Ordinarily Jack is a notoriously im- 


provident creature who sees no reason 
for worrying himself about what he is 
to eat tomorrow so long as he haa 
enough for today, but for special cele- 
brations like Thanksgiving, Christmas 
and Fourth of July he makes a little 
unusual effort and saves, something to 
put into the common treasury for the 
occasion. His comrades are generous. 
however, and if, as sometimes happens, 
his pockets are light when the con-' 
tributions are being taken up, he is not 
allowed to raiss the feast, but may have 
his share charged up against him, la 
be paid when convenient. 


One way by which the men save mon- 


ey is by commuting their rations. The 
government is extremely Uberal in the 
amount of food furnished, so that the 
daily ration provided for each sailor is 
more than he can eat under ordinary 
circumstances. 
The value of a daily 


ration is put down as 30 cents. When 
men want to save for some occasion 
like Thanksgiving, it is a common 
practice for ten to draw rations for 
only seven. If the mess consists of 30 
men, 
the value of the commuted ra- 


tions would thus amount to $2 70 pep 
day. 
This is multip'-ied to a considerabln 


sum by the time pay day comes around 
and is used for extra luxuries for the 
holiday dinner. 


When sailors go in for anything, they 


seldom do it by halves, and a Thanks- 
giving dinner on board an American 
warship is well worth seeing. The dec- 
orations of the messroom and tables 
would often do credit to a much more 
pretentious assembly. 
American flags 


and bunting of all sorts form the main 
part of the embellishments. Instead of 
the enamel cloth, such as is used for 
ordinary days, spotless linen is laid on 
the board, and if the ship is in port the 
celebration can be made very elaborate, 
for in that case the men can buy or 
borrow many ornaments to beautify the 
tables, and flowers can be had too. 


Enormous turkeys stand watch at 


each end of the tables at the beginning 
of the feast, but they become fearfully 
wounded early in the action, and their 
places are supplied laterby relays of 
mince and pumpkin pies. "Spuds," as 
all sailors call potatoes, are plenty, af- 
fording ample proof of Jack's tradi- 
tional fondness for this vegetable. Be- 
sides tea and coffee, the only drink is 
beer. The men are allowed to have thia 
not only on special occasions, by the 
way, but at any time when they have 
money to pay for it at the general can- 
teen. At, dinner time on almost any 
day a few of the men may be seen with 
open bottles of beer before their places 
at the table. 


When an American ship is In a for- 


eign port on Thanksgiving or other 
holiday, there is even greater enthu- 
siasm than when at home, for the men 
are proud of their country and are anx- 
ious to show their love of their native 
land and its institutions before the for- 
eigners. 


FIRST AMERICAN PRINTING PRESS. 


It is stated that the first printing 


press brought into North America, and 
upon which parts of Elliot's Indian Bi- 
ble were printed, still exists at Mont- 
pelier, Vt., and is in the custody of the 
Vermont Historical society. This is, of 
course, the old style of hand pr.»ss sim- 
ilar to the Ben Franklin press which 
can be seen among the old relics in the 
old statehouse at the head of State 
street in Boston. 


A clerical dissenter by the name of 


Glover bought, 260 years ago, with the 
aid 
of contributions from 
several 


friends of the Puritans in Holland, the 
press alluded to above. Mr. Glover ana 
his wife sailed for America with tha 
printing press, but he died on the voy- 
age. 
His wife settled in Cambridge, 


and the press was set up in the house 
of Henry Dunster, first president of the 
new college. 
It was the first known 


press anywhere in America north of 
Mexico. As parts, at least, of Elliot's 
Indian Bible were printed on this press, 
it is no wonder that it is carefully pre- 
served by its custodians in Montpelier. 
The old Franklin press, which took two 
to run it, was capable of printing some 
300 copies of a small newspaper in an 
hour. 


One who stands at the side of a mod- 


ern newspaper press sees from 400 to 
800 copies of a daily newspaper printed 
and folded every minute. Few inven- 
tions have passed through the patent 
office of more value to the skilled me- 
chanic than may be seen in first class 
printing offices, including the wonder- 
ful typesetters, which astonish all who 
behold them and which form a set type 
from the molten metal. 


A steamer trunk has been patented 


which, being airtight, may be attached 
to the waist belt in an emergency and 
used as a life preserver.

World,) 


Th« truth, of the matter Is that nei- 


ther the German, rtor the French, nor 
the Russian government Is particular- 
ly fond cf going to war with other 
nations. What they fear most is war. 
To have a valid excuse, however, for 
their 
rigid 
restriction 
of 
people's 


rights they imitate the gpyay cattle- 
dealer at tho horse- fair. 
Having 


drugged and beaten hia animal into a 
white fury, he pretends to try In vain 
tv check the horse's speed. The same 
la true cf our governments. To arouse 
the patriotic frenzy of their own na- 
tion and the patriotic wrath of another 
lg-comparatively oaay. Aa a bam booz- 
ier this method baa no equal. 


The rest la a matter not half ar> Im- 


portant aa one might Imagine, War, of 
course. Ini such casea la Inevitable, 
but even grim war haa ita bright sides 
—fop the generals, officers and 
don- 


tractors In reality war is only Inev- 
itable because there are standing ar- 
mies; and the standing armlea exist 
because governmental, sea so much 
room, for military 
action—aye, 
and 


sanguinary glory—right here at home, 
where the enslaving! of the working 
classes is going ateadily on. I do not 
mean to affirm that this la a very just 
or ennobling1 process of civilization, 
yet It la not half BO bad as their ef- 
forts to give their actions a eem- 
blence of logic and justice. 


To Justify their teachings that war— 


i. e., murder, is permissible, they are 
loud in proclaiming their adhesion, to 
the Christian faith. But the Christian 
religion, is in its very nature opposed 
to murder and violence. To overcame 
these seemingly grave discrepancies 
between their own teachings and those 
of Christ, what better way is there 
than to cripple andi distort Christ's 
own religion, hiding Ita real meaning 
from the masess. fom whom the Sav- 
iour died? . 


This barbaric distortion! began, in 


Russia, as early as the reign of Czar 
Constantino, that royal monster who 
instead of being hanged was canon- 
ized. His posterity, our present czars, 
do their best, tof course, to preserve 
this sacrilegious fraud. 
They stand 


as an impenetrable barrier between the 
people and the true meaning of Chris- 
tianity, lest there should come a time 
when the 
people—that big-hearted, 


million-headed child—should discover 
that the government; with its taxes^ 
its soldiers, ita prisons, its false 
priestsv Is not only no such pillar of 
Christianity as it would like to be 
considered, but its bitterest foe. 


This libel 
on, Christianity 
ia the 


mother of all the lies and base decep- 
tions that bewilder our mindsi and of 
all the miseries our nation is suffering 
from. The masses are poor, the mas- 
sea are oppressed, the masses are dark 
and ignorant. Our nation is dying out. 
Why?. Because their lands are in the 
hands of the rich, because their sisters, 
wife and children are enslaved at the 
shops, 
mills and factories, because 


their wages are ever decreasing, while 
the price of necessities are ever in- 
creasing. 


How can the nation remedy It? Shall 


it take away the lands from the rich? 
If the people make an attempt, ever so 
slight, the soldiers will come armed to 
their teeth. They will kill the leaders 
and imprison the rest. Shall the mills 
aid factories be taken away? The 
same thing will happen. Shall 
the 


workingmen strike? To what purpose? 
The rich hold out longer, having the 
soldiers at their beck and call. The 
worlUngman in this land of ours will 
never extricate himself from the mesh- 
es of ignorance and poverty in which 
he is entangled so long as the army Is 
against him, 


But who are the soldiers that rule 


the masses with an iron rod? Who are 
these soldiers that stand ready to shoot 
down the peasants if they attempt to 
recapture the land and forests; to mur- 
der the strikers If they persist in de- 
manding their rights?

occupation when 


sanctioned by their superiors. In short, 
they are the victims of the same im- 
position as the rest. 


The question naturally arises: How 


can clear-headed men believe such 
patent lies? No matter how little edu- 
cated a man may be, he cannot help 
knowing that Christ never sanctioned 
murder, but preached meekness and 
mercy, forgiveness and love even for 
foes. He cannot, believing in Christ, 
give an oath to kill and 
slaughter 


whenever ordered. 


The explanation is simple. Men are 


not victimized and deceived at the mo- 
ment of entering the ranks, but are 
trained from childhood in the atmos- 
phere oE lies and falsehoods. Under 
this system people are not taught to 
think but to believe, not to understand 
but to hope. When sufficiently trained 
they are enlisted and compelled to 
swear on the Bible (though they were 
taught before that swearing is a sin) 
to do everything which this Bible con- 
demns—to kill people when ordered by 
the general, though the Bible forbids it 


Tet the He that the soldier accepts on 


entering the army Is but one link In a 
monstrous chain that keeps him bound 
from his cradle to his grave.

AFTER GOLD BOOMS. 


Importance of Reaction* In Deter- 


mining; the Population. 


"The law that settlers follow the line 


of least resistance suffers an exception 
when men are seeking gold," says a 
writer in Ainslee's, who goes on to prove 
it 
"In the natural order of things 


population would have worked itself 
In a continuous progression toward the 
Rocky mountains, crossing them only 
by compulsion, as the Alleghanies were 
crossed and the Mississippi and the 
Missouri rivers. 
But where there la 


gold in sight there is no law. Human- 
ity goes into Alaska with the same 
blind avidity that it went into Califor- 
nia 50 years ago, with the same fatu- 
ousness tbat it swept to Pike's peak in 
1858. Population forsook all its domi- 
ciles, its patronages and its prosperity 
In the Argonaut period and, as If driv- 
en by some monstrous wind, surged 
over the uneven earth to the Pacific 
and to the Rockie* The whole world 
knows how it did so, and the suffering 
that ensued is as common a story as 
the fortunes that were won. But the 
thing that is not known, the matter of 
lasting importance that is most often 
overlooked, is the migratory reaction, 
the settling back of the big flood to 
the places in which, either by necessity 
or by choice, it must finally rest The 
character of the g*eat west, the trans- 
mlssouri; with its multiple variations, 
Is determined by this phenomenon. 


"A map and a book of census statis- 


tics will tell the story. It Is the story 
of the oil from the pitcher again. Men 
and women touched the crest of the 
continent at Leadville, in Colorado, in 
1858, but fell back on to the plains 
again before the sixties were expired. 
The Mormon ernlir'ation filled the val- 
ley of the Jordan iu 1S47, but the gen- 
eral tide of people either went to the 
lower valleys of the Sacramento and 
the San Joaquin on the oriental side of 
the Sierra Nevadas or receded on tho 
eastern slope of the Rockies. Succes- 
sive mining discoveries enticed rushes 
of prospectors Into northern Idaho ami 
British Columbia, but the greater mass 
of the movers went back into the 
warmer regions of California and Ore- 
gon. 
Where the Comstock and the 


Consolidated Virginia silver mines once 
magnetized so many settlers as to be- 
guile congress into making a state of 
Nevada there Is little left now but tho 
evidence of what has been and the 
promise of what may be when the Im- 
migration of the west begins to move 
again for less glorious promises than 
acres of oranges for the mere tilling of 
the soil and monster timber for the 
mere hewing of the logs. The mesas 
of the two southwestern territories, 
Arizona and New Mexico, seem to have 
absorbed the hosts of traders and ad- 
venturers that went into them as the 
sandy soil of their great areas drink 
in the freshets from the mountains "

Chief Kendall has completed his an- 


nual report of the police department, 
a few figures of v.'liich have already 
been given in this paper. The com- 
plete report makes as usual one of the 
most interesting of the city documents. 


Financially the 
department la 
In 


good shape. The appropriation for the 
year was $17,742.50, and the court re- 
ceipts J2.157.17. The total receipts were 
$20,297.38. The amount paid for salaries 


} was $15,930.88, and the other expenses 
$3.093.04, leaving a balance on hand of 
$G73.4G. In 1898 there was a balance of 
only $49.06, and In 1897 there was a- de- 
ficit of over $200. 


The number of arrests this year waa 


1220, as against 1261 In 1898 and 1434 in 
1897. 
There were 68 women under ar- 


rest this year, as against 81 last year 
and 53 In 1897. The number of drunk- 
enness cases has been steadily dccreas- 
in for the last three yearsL

He Is with 
his father In the 26th regiment, and 
writes as follows: 
ify dear Uncle:— 


We are here at last, dropped anchor 


In Manila bay today at 12 a. m. Have 
had a fine trip, neither "dad" nor I 
have been seasick a minute since we 
left "Frisco.,"

Spanish gunboats) even though we 
couldn't see Dewey. 


I think the regiment will land tomor- 


row morning. This has to be done with 
lighters as thetre is no dock large 
enough for the Grant. 


The Sherman which left "Frisco" a 


few days before us is here- and the regi- 
ment which came on her is In it all 
over. The fighting Is going on In ear- 
nest. Yesterday MaJ. Guy V. Howard 
was killed. He Is a son of Gen. O. O. 
Howard, and there were flve of our 
men killed right near the city. Eegu- 
lar army officers think It will last a 
good long time yet. Rations for three 
days and 100 rounds of ammunition 
have been Issued the men and the re- 
ports of the fighting has set them all 
crazy. There are no horses for the offi- 
cers as yet and I don't know what they 
will do. Don't know whether "dad" 
will be with the regiment or not but 
think he will. I am going to stay with 
him wherever he is. Have been help- 
ing "Jack" Taylor on the Boston Globe 
sir.ce I came on the ship and I guess I 
will have a steady job. 


"Dad" Is in the best of health and 


spirits. He sends regards as do I, to 
the sheriff and Mrs. Fuller.

MARKET r-'OR YANKEE CORN, 


PoMibllltlei Attending It« Introduc- 


tion In China. 


Mr. A. Burlingame Johnson, United 


States consul at Amoy, China, has 
written to the state department at 
length regarding cornmeal in China, 
says the Washington Star. He says: 


"It is Interesting to American corn 


growers to know that for the first three 
months of 18U9 there were imported 
from foreign countries and coast ports 
a monthly average of 144,520 piculs 
(19,270,577 pounds) of rice to supply 
the demand for cheap breadstuff for 
this port and adjacent cities. The av- 
erage price was above 4% cents Mexi- 
can (2yt cents gold) per pound. 


"Cornmeal, grits and hominy could 


be laid down here at a price which 
would undersell rice during more than 
half the year. It Is only necessary to 
introduce the corn products in an intel- 
ligent way so as to get the people to 
understand their use. A good demand 
and an ever increasing outlet for the 
surplus corn of our western states 
would be created. It would require on- 
ly a few hundred dollars to do this, yet 
no mill has been found willing to bear 
any portion of the expense. One of the 
largest concerns in the west when the 
proposition was laid before it, said it 
'had nothing to give away, and if Chi- 
nese wanted the meal they could have 
It by paying cash.' 


"Flour has been introduced here, in 


the beginning not at a profit. Its in- 
crease in consumption is marvelous. 
During the sis months ended June 30, 
1898, 28,345 piculs (3,778,889 pounds) 
were consumed, as against 84,446 pi- 
culs (11,278,652 pounds) for the same 
period of 1899, an increase of 7,508,103 
pounds for the half year. This, too, in 
the face of the fact that flour sells for 
double the price of rice, while corn 
products could be sold at less than the 
average price of rice, thus commend- 
ing them to the thousands of people 
here who must be daily supplied with 
foodstuff imported from foreign coun- 
tries. 


"It would be worse than folly to 


dump a cargo of the cornmeal on this 
market and offer it for sale as millera 
have suggested. It must be introduced 
by first teaching a number of cooks 
(who 
are all organized in a guild or 


union) how to prepare it and then giv- 
ing away a limited amount of the cook- 
ed product through the public restau- 
rants, which feed thousands of people. 
If this proposition does not appeal to 
the business sense of American deal- 
ers, this immense food supply will con- 
tinue to come from other sources, and 
our surplus of corn will not reach this 
market."

recently the reports of the board of 
Inspection and survey and Chief En- 
gineer John Lowe on the trials of the 
submarine boat Holland. The board 
pronounced the boat a success. Chief 
Engineer Lowe recommends the par- 
chase of the Holland and not to let the 
secrets of the invention get out of the 
United States. 


"The government ought to create a 


submarine torpedo boat station," he 
eays, "for tho purpose of practice and 
drilling of crews. We need right off 
and right now 50 submarine torpedo 
vessels in Long Island sound to protect 
New York, preserve the peace and give 
potency to our diplomacy." 


The report of the board has been 


refsB**ft to the board on construction 
and will be considered by it in connec- 
tion with the matter of building two 
submarine boats like the Holland, au- 
thority for which exists, says the New 
York Herald. 


In his report Chief Engineer Lowe 


gives full details of the trial of the 
Holland and says: 


"I report my belief that the Holland 


Is a successful and genuine subma- 
rine torpedo boat, capable of making 
a veritable attack upon an enemy un- 
seen and undetectable, and that there- 
fore she is an engine of warfare of ter- 
rible potency, which the government 
must necessarily adopt into its service. 


"In the first place, we must concede 


that, notwithstanding The Hague con- 
ference, the time has not yet arrived 
for nations to disarm. On the contra- 
ry, that nation which is not ready to 
fight, that ceases to study war, that 
ceases to use the most frightful, war- 
like appliances when war is made, has 
already placed itself iu a position of 
inferiority and has ceased to possess 
those valuable attributes which are 
well described in the term manhood. 
Such a nation is already in the position 
of China, a prey to the weakest and 
the most rapacious and a disturbance 
to all the rest of mankind. 


"If, then, we propose to fight, we 


must fight, when we fight, with every 
fighting appliance, and therefore if 
there is anything valuable in subma- 
rine torpedo warfare we must not per- 
mit our hands to be tied behind our 
backs by any Hague conference or pu- 
sillanimous humanitarianism forbid- 
ding 
such appliance. Again, conced- 


ing war to be possible, consider where 
the United States is weak and how to 
resist attack. Let us not, ostrichlike, 
hide our eyes in the sand, but if we see 
danger let us loqk upon it. 


"We have distant dependencies—the 


Philippines, Hawaii and the like. Will 
an enemy seek to bring us to terms by 
attacking these? Perhaps so. But, if 
so, the move would be a weak one— 
exceedingly weak. In fact, we could 
afford to offer these as a gambit, upon 
which the enemy could waste its 
strength while we were developing 
counter moves. 


"Let us not deceive ourselves. Any 


powerful enemy would not play at war 
after that fashion. They would strike 
us in the vitals. An eight day dash 
across the Atlantic would bring their 
ships to Montauk Point, where they 
would encounter the American fleet, 
which, being destroyed by force of 
numbers, the remainder of the enemy's 
ships could pass on and anchor in Long 
Island sound in perfect security, and 
very shortly Long Island would be- 
come a foreign possession. 


"Do not consider this scheme a fan- 


ciful one. It is not original to my 
mind. So many have spoken of it that 
I am satisfied it has been considered 
and digested in foreign councils and is 
part of,their programme. We need 
right off and right now 50 submarine 
torpedo vessels in Long Island sound 
to preserve the peace and to give 
potency to our diplomacy. The French 
in this matter are much more alive to 
their needs than we are. 
What we 


have left to a private company the 
French have taken up as a national 
affair. 


"Concerning future improvements to 


be made In the Holland and her suc- 
cessors, I confine myself to oae exam- 
ple to show how much this point is a 
matter of opinion and not yet of 
knowledge. 


"The Holland thus far has only one 


torpedo tube. On the one hand, some 
advocate two such tubes and give good 
reasons. 
On th-* other hand, others 


argue that one tube only should be 
provided and give good reasons. This 
and several other alterations can be 
made in the Holland, either now or at 
any other time, if so desired by the 
government. 


"I desire to add my opinion as to 


what the future policy of the navy de- 
partment should bo after inaugurating 
a submarine service. Instead of doing 
too much with one vessel, each one 
should be a distinct vessel of Its kind 
and not have combined two or more 
kinds In one vessel. Thus there should 
be submarine torpedo boats, submarine 
gunboat, submarine observation and 
dispatch b-.ats, submarine counter- 
mines and submarine channel drag- 
gers, etc, ench kind complete in itself, 
but not combining more than one of- 
fice. The object I have In mind is to 
keep the bouts down to small dimen- 
sions for the sake of handiness and to 
keep each boat as roomy and as habit- 
able as possible for the sake of the 
crew."

All who saw the transformation of 


General Lew Wallace's "Ben-Hur" 
into a play will look back upon the 
other night as a memorable event in 
stage history. Not before In this sea- 
son or last, perhaps not before in a 


] decade, has New York had a theatric- 
| al production around which such keen 


j and widespread interest centered. The 


feat of representing in stage pictures 
the descriptions which General Wal- 
lace drew so brilliantly in his wonder- 
ful Biblical romance was almost Ti- 
tanic, says the New York World. It 
meant iaflnlte pains, the expenditure 
of almost infinite resources, mental 
and material. 


And the feat was brilliantly accom- 


plished. 
The great audience which 


wedged itself into the Broadway thea- 
ter was transported back 2,000 years 


curtain calls after curtain calls, follow- 
ed by a pandemonium of cheers. While 
the applause lasted General Wallace, 
In the front of the box, was a study. 
His eyes were fixed upon tbe drawn 
curtain. Not once did he turn his head 
toward the people, whose eyes were 
upon him. Then, wben it was evident 
that he must apeak, one of tbe Jadlea 
behind him touched him with her fan 
and whispered a few words to him. 
Abe Erlauger was waiting at the en- 
trance and led him to the stage. 


If the people expected a long speech, 


they were disappointed. "I thank you," 
General Wallace said—"I thanlr. you 
very heartily for the honor you do me, 
but realty I have uot the voice to mako 
a speech. Therefore I hope you will 
excuse me." General Wallace resumed 
his seat in the box, but the applause 
continued as before. Finally he was 
forced to his feet again and said, "I am 
informed that Mr. Young, the adapter, 
has disappeared in anticipation of the 
honor you are doing him also." Not 
until then was the play allowed to pro- 
ceed. 


The last act is a brilliant and fitting 


finale to the spectacie. It represents 
the vale of Hinnom, which becomes 
transparent, revealing the mount of 
Olives and the city of Jerusalem. Prom 
the city'comes a motley throng, which 
the lepers seek to join, but are repulsed 
with loathing. Down the slopes of the 
mount moves a vast multitude waving 
palm branches and chanting hosan- 
nas. 
The shunned and despised lep- 


ers fall upon their knees. There Is a 
great commotion among the people, in- 
dicating the passing of the unseen 
Nazarene. The lepers raise their hands 
in supplication. Suddenly a great shaft 
of light falls upon their heads like a 
heavenly benediction. 


The drop representing the vale of 


Hinnom suddenly becomes opaque, and 
Hur rouses himself from his slumber. 
He has seen the Incident on the mount 
of Olives as in a dream. Amrah rushes 
to him with the tidings that the mira- 
cle he has seen in his dream is a real- 
jty_"they have met the Nazarene and 
are healed."

"J 
into realms of beauty and glory- 
Wonderful scenes of Palestine in the 
days of the child Christ, stern in their 
severity, faded away into more bril- 
liant pictures of the grandeur of Rome. 
Spectacles of martial glory were suc- 
ceeded by pictures full of poetry and 
infinite daintiness. It was a brilliant 
test of the scene painters' art brilliant- 
ly achieved. 


The audience was not of the sort 


that gathers at the chance productions 
on Broadway. The typical first night- 
ers were not out in full force. Instead 
there were thoughtful men and women 
| who had grown to know "Ben-Hur" 


and had come to see the heroes of 
General Wallace's work portrayed in 
living form. Scores of the author's 
friends were in the boxes and seats. 


! Tense interest prevailed until it burst 
| its bounds in tumultuous enthusiasm 
when the chariot race was run and 
.won. 


General Wallace was in one of the 


lower boxes, surrounded by half a 
dozen ladies. Throughout the play he 
sat unmoved, his eyes fixed upon the 
changing pictures of the stage, his face 
betraying not a changing emotion. He 
seemed unconscious of the people or 
the applause, so intent was he upon the 
scenes of his own making. When at 
last he was forced to speak, it was only 
a few words that he uttered. Then he 
again resumed his seat and his immo- 
bility. 


Tlie noise of the late comers seemed 


almost a sacrilege to the opening pic- 
ture. First came an orchestral prelude, 
then the tableau of the wise men in 
the desert and the flaming star of 
Bethlehem, the men's hands raised In 
awo and reverence as they grouped 
about their kneeling camels. 
The 


dreary waste of desert In the pale 
light was wonderfully impressive. 


Then came the brilliantly colored pic- 


ture of the bouse tops in Jerusalem, the 
terrace of the palace of Hur, where 
the first words of the drama were spo- 
ken, nur was entrapped by Messala 
and dragged away to the galleys; next 
the dim interior of the Roman triremes, 
the muscular, grim visaged slaves tug- 
ging 5u rhythmic motion at the oars; 
then the wreck and Hur and his cap- 
tain struggling in the tossing waves. 


The scene changed, and the home of 


Slm,onides In Antioch was pictured. A 
moment later and there came the vi- 
sion of the sunlit grove of Daphne, 
with its grand temple reared to the 
god Apollo. 
Roman maidens, hun- 


dreds in number, danced In the festival. 
Grave and stern in the group was Hui%, 
no longer the slave, but the Roman sol- 
dier. Again the picture changed, a'ud 
the fountain of Castalia was revealed 
—a lovely setting fringed with tower- 
Ing palms. 
And then followed the 


crowning scene of the play, a lake danc- 
ing in the pale moonlight, with gliding 
gondolas and flowery shores In the cool 
gray of the shadows. Iris, the Egyp- 
tian, was trying the wiles of Cleopatra 
jopon the Jewish bero. 


The great spectacular event of the 


play, the chariot race, was next in or- 
der. Preliminary to It were the noisy 
contentions of the bettors outside the 
arena gates. Then a rumble was 
heard in the background, the hurry- 
Ing clatter of flying horses' feet. 
It 


gradually grew louder, Increasing al- 
most to a roar. For an Instant ail 
was dark. Then came the light, and 
the race Tas en. i\vo ciunots, each 
drawn by four Arabian horses, formed 
the center of the picture. Despite the 
machinery It was for the moment a 
real race. Tbo animals, with 
far 


stretched necks and dilated nostrils, 
ran like mad, urged on by the whips 
of the charioteers. The wheels of the 
cars rambled and swayed. Now Hur 
was ahead, now Messala, then Hur 
again, and the race was won.

followed the scene has seldom mani- 
fested itself In a theater. There were 


Chicago Man Ha» » New Kind of 


Aero«tat. 


A. E. de St. Chanias, a resident of 


Chicago, has brought home from Paris 
the model of a dirigible balloon of nov- 
el construction which he proposes to 
patent and offer to the war department 
for use lu the next international diffi- 


j culty, says the Chicago Record. 
He 


j combines the two principles in aeronau- 


tics of a gas chamber buoyant enough, 
to suspend the machine and the aero- 
naut and an aeroplane large enough to 
support the machine after It has been 
launched. 


The cylindrical balloon, which Is the 


common feature of all the French and 
German war machines, he flattens to 
the form of a huge Inflated kite, which 
when tipped up forward or aft will 
soar skyward or skim back to earth 
again. 
Tlie tipping he performs by 


shifting the center of gravity of the 
car, which is suspended beneath tho 


1 kite, with an ingenious system of pul- 
leys and ropes, which insures in addi- 


1 tion, according to Mr. de St. Chamas. 
! the perfect stability of the carriage 


and the consequent comfort of the aero- 
nauts. The lower surface of the gas 
balloon is concave, so as to "hold" the 
winds. 


For tha propulsion of his aerostat Mr. 


de St. Chamas provides four propellers j 
fixed on either edge of his kite, driven | 
by individual electric motors and capa- j 
ble of working independently or togeth- | 
er. A gasoline engine in the suspended ' 
carriage drives a small dynamo and ! 
furnishes power to the motors. 


NEW BICYCLE. 


Brittfth Machine Which, It I* Said. 


Prevent* Constant Vibration. 


A new cycle claiming to possess per- 


fect rigidity without vibration, which 
was exhibited recently in London, waa 
pronounced by general consent to be a 
vast improvement on the ordinary ma- 
chine. Some experts, indeed, went to 
far as to say that the difference in rid-' 
ing on It Instead of on an ordinary ma- 
chine ,was precisely similar to the dif- 
ference of comfort experienced in trav- 
eling in a modern carriage as compared 
with a journey made in a springless 
cart, says the London correspondent 
t>l the Washington Star. The new ma- j 
chine has ao spring frame. It Is rath- 
er a cycle with an absolutely rigid 
frame hung on springs precisely in the 
same way as a locomotive and its tend- 
er are hung, the hubs of the wheels 
sliding In grooves. 


The principle of construction Is such 


that wben the springs are compressed 
to the utmost on passing over any ob- 
stacle the distance betv\ een the saddle 
an* the pedals remains the same. The 
rider took the machine over bricks and 
temporary curbs without Inconven- 
ience, and It would seem that this cycle 
may remove one of the objections rais- 
ed by medical men against the indul- 
gence in wheeling by nervous subjects, 
since It entirely obviates the constant 
vibration which is found ,to be preju- 
dicial to them.

•fadhomc* and Aiylum* Are Al- 
mo*t entirely Free From Gloom 
and Melancholia. 
Dotted here and there over the earth 


are little colonies whose Inhabitants 
are cut off from all Intercourse with 
-the 
everyday world by their own 


Idiosyncrasies. Each individual lives 
In a world of his or her own creation, 
which, In the majority of cases, only 
two outside Interests ever succeed in 
reaching—namely, the asylum doctor 
and the asylum magazine. 


In some cases the proof sheets are 


just glanced at by the head doctor be- 
fore the magazine goes to press, but 
they are written, printed and published 
by the inmates themselves. 


Although America produced the first 


two lunatic journals, to Scotland be- 
longs the credit of having started the 
first paper of this kind which has sur- 
vived its infancy. In fact, the birth of 
lunatic journalism took place when the 
first number of The New Moon was Is- 
sued from the Orlchton Royal asylum, 
Dumfries, on Dec. 8, 1844. Since that 
date the following have been success- 
fully launched: The Morningside Mir- 
ror, from tbe Royal Edinburgh asy- 
lum; 
The Excelsior, from James Mur- 


ray's Royal asylum, Perth; The Fort 
England Mirror, Grahamstown, South 
Africa; The Murthly Magazine, from 
the Perth County'asylum; Under the 
Dome, the organ of Bethlehem Royal 
hospital, London, and The Conglomer- 
ate, which belongs to the Mlddietowo 
asylum, New York. 


These magazines touch the Journal- 


istic ideal, as, being written by the 
readers for their amusement, they can- 
not fail to hit the popular taste. We 
find that those mentally deranged like 
about four-ninths of their reading to 
take the form of travel and heavy 
prose articles of a strictly theoretical 
nature. The rest of the contents comes 
in order of quantity as follows: Hu- 
mor, 
local notes, poetry, chiefly ia a 


light vein; special articles on local the- 
atricals and fiction. 


The most striking featnre about 


these journals is the almost total ab- 
sence of gloorn and melancholia, and 
we have It on the word of the doctor 
of one of the leading asylums that this 
is not owing to such contributions be- 
ing tabooed. But now and again one 
comes on a poem or tale drenched with 
melancholia and morbid Insanity. In 
one of these journals appeared a story 
written In the first person about a hero 
^-undoubtedly the writer—who had his 
head twisted round the wrong way. 
The consequence was he invariably 
had to walk In the opposite direction 
to which he wanted to walk. This ter- 
rible fate haunts him right through the 
story, causing him to lose friends, 
money and everything else which man 
' holds dear and ends up by his, in his 
own mind, murdering the girl who was 
to save him from himself. 


According to the story, the heroine 


was standing on the edge of a great 
precipice. The hero is standing near. 
Suddenly the heroine becomes giddy 
and totters on the brink. 
The hero 


tries to dash forward and save her, 
but of course runs tue other way. Here 
comes a break in the narrative, which 
is finished by the following sentence: 
"And the gates of an asylum for those 
mentally deranged shut the writer off 
from his friends in the outer world." 


Apart from such tragedies as the 


above, the whole of these journals are 
saturated with humor. In one we find 
the following among "Questions We 
Want Answered:" 


"When does the queen of Sheba in- 


tend to recognize the royal rank of the 
'Prince of Wales?' Did 'Marie Corelli' 
really tweak the doctor's nose? Why 
did 'Ranji' threw the ball at 'W. G.'s' 
head during practice at the nets?" Per- 
haps it should be explained that the 
celebrities referred to above are not 
those known to the public, but other 
persons who claim their personalities 
and are detained in the asylums for 
that very reason. 


A writer in The Fort England Mirror 


gives the following reason for his de- 
tention: "I met a young widow with a 
grown stepdaughter, and the widow 
married me. Then my father, who was 
a widower, met my stepdaughter and 
married her. That made my wife the 
mother-in-law of her father-in-law and 
made my stepdaughter my mother and 
my father my stepson. Then my step- 
mother, the stepdaughter of my wife, 
had a son. That boy was, of course, 
my brother, because he was my fa- 
ther's son. He was also the son of my 
wife's stepdaughter and therefore her 
grandson. That made me grandfather 
to my stepbrother. Then my wife had 
a son. 
My mother-in-law, the step- 


sister of my son, is also his grandmoth- 
er, because be Is her stepson's child. 
My father Is the brother-in-law of my 
child, because his stepsister Is his wife. 
I am the brother of my own eon, who 
is also the child of my step-grandmoth- 
er. I am my mother's brother-in-law, 
my wife is her own child's aunt, my 
son Is my father's nephew, and I'm 
my own grandfather. 
And after try- 


ing to explain the relationship in our 
family some seven times a day to our 
calling friends for a fortnight, • I was 
brought here—no, came of my own 
W11L" ' 


Another declares that he never found 


rest from his mother-in-law before, and 
he Intends to hoodwink the doctors as 
long as possible. And yet another 
points out that It has always been the 
fate of really great men to be Ignored 
or 111 treated by their contemporaries, 
and that is why he Is now detained. 
"For the thick skulls and those of lit- 
tle sense are jealous of my being the 
first to discover that we could all live 
forever If we would only walk on our 
heads Instead of our feet" — London 
Mall.
